year was a bad year for hurricanes. One minute people were enjoying their vacations and then the next 
minute they hear that a hurricane would hit their area. Although Cedar Lake was hundreds of miles away, 
Marilyn Dema, head of maintenance, witnessed first hand the destruction these storms wreckage. 


Playa del Carmen, Mexico, is where 
head of maintenance Marilyn Dema, 
and Sandra Marine were vacationing 
when Hurricane Wilma struck. 

'I was angry at first that the airlines 
and travel agency let us get on the air- 
plane" Dema said, "then once I realized 
there was no turning back, I was just 
very anxious for it to come."

When they got there, the hotel managers gave them some instuctions. "We were moved from the first floor to the 
second floor of our hotel. They taped up the windows and we put our mattresses and furniture up against the 
windows. We were told to put all of our suitcases on the highest shelves available. " They had to do their best to 
make sure the area they were in would protect them from the hurricane. 

As if waiting for the hurricane to hit wasn't bad enough, the wait for it to end was horrible. With the possibility of 
not making it out alive, Dema noted, "We were scared. It kept getting worse as the night went on. At about two o' 
clock we went into the bathroom because it got so bad. We were there for about four or five hours. 


"In some areas it was really bad. The trees were stripped. Our building lost its roof. The restaurants windows were 
blown out. A nearby hotel had crumbled to the ground," Dema said. The after mass of a hurricane is unbelievable 
sometimes. One day you'll have everything you need, and within a few hours it can all be washed away. Hur- 
ricanes destroy everything in their path, and sometimes totally wipe everything out. The cleanup is probably the 
worst part. Seeing your home, once up and running, now crumbled to the ground into a million pieces. Dema 
and other hotel guests helped clean up. 


"We helped squeegee the water out of the hotel rooms and we cleaned the branches out of the drains. Our origi- 
nal room we were in was flooded and full of branches. We were released two and a half hours later."

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uring its second year in the making, the 

building trades program got off to a 

great start. New instructor Mitch Carrillo 

redoubled the in-class training, teaching the basic skills for building a 
house. Those skills were taken to the next level as students con- 
structed a second residential house in Cedar Lake from the ground 
up. Most of the work was done by students and was carefully super- 
vised by their instructor and local inspectors. 

The class was year-round, which meant students got a taste of what 
hard work really was in the cold, rain, sleet, and snow, as well as 
on the sunnier days. Most of the students involved in the program 
said they planned to do some type of blue collar work in the future. 


James Anderson, in his second year of the program, said, "One of 
the tricky things was trying to dress for the weather. You never knew 
what it was going to be from day to day.” 

David Ydreo said, "The thing I found most difficult was reading the 
blueprints. All the handy work pretty much came to me." Students 
received their supplies through grants from the government, and 
Schilling Lumber supplied most of the materials. 

There were two sections of the class to chose from and each class 
lasted three hours. The rest of the day students were scheduled into 
their general requirement classes. A few of the students enjoyed 
being able to go out for lunch, rather than eating at school, but they 
said it also got expensive. That was just one more life lesson.

A-D Storm surge 

The 2005 hurricane season led to a 
record 27 named storms - 1 4 of them 
hurricanes - with several of them 
striking the U.S. Gulf and Atlantic 
coasts. Losses were estimated 
at $57.6 billion in the U.S. from 
hurricanes Katrina, Rita and Wilma, 
with those first two storms throwing 
more than 500,000 people out of 
work. Here’s a breakdown of some of 
the damage: 

• Katrina struck the tip of Florida before making a 
beeline for Louisiana, Mississippi and Alabama 
on Aug. 29, destroying homes and businesses 
and taking more than 1 ,200 lives. 

• New Orleans flooded after levees broke, leading 
to many rooftop rescues. More than 25,000 
people, including the 23,000 who fled to the 
New Orleans Superdome, were sent to Houston’s 
Astrodome for temporary shelter. 

• The Mississippi coast took a direct hit, with high 
winds and 20-foot high waves leveling buildings 
and even moving casinos off their moorings. 

• About 372,000 children from all three states 
started school in different cities or were being 
home-schooled; and approximately 18,000 
college students from Louisiana spent the fall 
semester at other universities. 

• Rita struck three weeks later in Louisiana and 
Texas. In one of the largest evacuations ever, 
2.8 million people in southeast Texas, including 
Houston and Galveston, struggled to leave. 

• Arlene hit Mississippi and Alabama, while 
Dennis struck Alabama and Florida. Ophelia 
stayed offshore of the Carolinas and Virginia and 
pummeled the area with heavy rains.

Wilma hit Mexico first, stranding tourists and 
damaging Mexico’s resorts and economy. 

The tragedy was much greater in Guatemala following heavy rain from 
Hurricane Stan. More than 650 people died and more than 370 were missing 
after massive landslides there buried communities. Mexico, El Salvador, 
Nicaragua, Honduras and Costa Rica also reported deaths and damage 
from Stan.
